The ‘‘Sword’’, in the form of a 
municipal property tax, has been 
recommended by City Administra- 
tor Arthur Simonian to the City 
Council.

In his message to the Council, 
accompanying submittance of the 
budget for study, Simonian said: 

‘While the City appears to be on 
good fiscal footing, revenue 
increases are declining, costs are 
increasing and most importantly, 
reserve balances are being deplet- 
ed. A strained total fund balance 
(below 25%) will result.in cash flow 
eigen which in turn will result in 

the necessity to supplement city 


funds with temporary 

‘In view of the ne oe 
with particular emphasis based 
upon declining reserve balances, the 
decrease in expected revenues, and 
the demand for services, the 
establishment of a City ad valorem 
property tax is recommended. It is 
further recommended that such tax 
be established at the rate of $1 00 
per $100 of assessed valuation.’ 

Realizing the high degree of 


public interest in this subject, the 
City Council, at the suggestion of 
Mayor Henry Wedaa, will hold two 
‘‘Town Hall’’ meetings at which the 
1976-77 fiscal year budget will be 
discussed and adoption of the 
municipal property tax considered. 

Only one such meeting was 
originally planned but a second one 
was added when it was learned that 
a conflicting event on the same night 
as the first meeting would probably 


nap a lot of people the opportunity 
to attend. 

Both ‘‘Town Hall’’ meetings will 
be held in the same location at the 
same hour.

A proposed master agreement 
between the Yorba Linda Education 
Association and the Yorba Linda 
School District was presented to the 
Board of Trustees at last week’s 
meeting by Mary Pagel, chairman of 
the Certificated Employee Council. 

The document would provide for 
board recognition of the Associat- 
ion and the National Education 
Association as the exclusive 
representative of all certificated 
employees of the Board, excluding 
only management, confidential and 
supervisory employees as defined in 

the legislation for the purpose of 
meeting and negotiating. 

The proposed agreement covers 
24 articles in a 66 page document 
including: employment, assign- 
ment, transfer; employee and 
association rights, employee hours 
and loads, class size, personal and 
academic freedom, teacher protec- 
tion leaves, salary and employee 
benefits and grievance procedure. 

Mrs. Pagel lauded the ‘‘good 
faith’’ exhibited by both sides and 
said there is a ‘commitment to work 
out an agreement.” 

Deputy Superintendent J. Elton 
Patridge added that talks have been 
“really down to earth, bargaining 
proposals have been realistic and I 
have tremendous respect for the 
CEC for the way they have handled 
the negotiations.”

personnel. 

4. & 5. Yorba Linda High School 
Site and Bonded Indebtedness. The 
Yorba Linda trustees feel that the 
Education Code Section 1905 would 
be mandatory in this matter. This 
section reads as follows: 

1905. Annexed Territory with 

Property or Buildings 

When territory is taken from 
one district and annexed to or 

included in another district or a 

new district by any procedure and 

the area transferred contains 
public school buildings or 
property, the district to which the 
territory is annexed shall take 
possession of the building and 
equipment on the day when the 
annexation becomes effective for 
all purposes. The _ territory 
transferred shall cease to be liable 
for the bonded indebtedness of 
the district of which it was 
formerly a part and_ shall 
automatically assume its propor- 
tionate share of the outstanding 
bonded indebtedness of any 
district of which it becomes a part.

Whet has inspired the leader of 
the trek, Hundley, into proposing 
such a demanding vacation? ‘‘I want 
to see the country and I can’t think of 
a better way to see most of it than on 
a bike.”’ 

So far Hundley has invested $380 
alone in his bicycle, a French 
handcrafted piece of equipment that 
weights only 22 pounds.

Bank Robber Gets $800 


A youthful robber, disguised by a 
false beard and mustache and 
brandishing a small-calibre pistol, 
Wednesday morning last week

The branch manager told police 
she was talking to a teller at about 
9:15 when the stick-up man, 
described as caucasian, 19 or 20 
years old, with shoulder-length 
brown hair, entered the office 
carrying a black leather satchel.

The cycles the group will be riding 
all have been crafted especially for 
long, grueling trips that punish the 
bike. Set up for use in the open 
country, the bikes will carry a large 
pack over the rear tire on a rack anda 
smaller pack hanging from the 
handlebars. The total weight of the 
bike should be between 50 and 60 
pounds fully loaded.

Data on the various charts and 
graphs will show several facets of 
operating the city government. 
These include: 

Itemization of expenditures by 
major operational area for the last 
five years; 

Comparison of this data with the 
proposed budget; 

Sources of income by major area 
for the last five years as well as 
projections for the next five years; 

Review of dollar ‘‘reserve’’ basis 
for the last five years as a percentage 
of total operating budgets, as well as 
a comparison of other cities’ 
reserves position; 

A cash flow projection analysis by 
month for the 1976-77 fiscal year; 

Review the impact of SB 90 and 
the rationales that could be 
employed due to limitations of SB 90 
[SB 90 places restrictions on the 
amount a city can levy for a property 
tax. Editor); 

Review of alternatives to increase 
flow of funds, other fund sources, 
etc.; 

Major city needs for the next five 
years; 

Any other items the Council 
wishes to add to that list. 

At the completion of the 
administrator’s report, the meeting 
will be opened for the third 
phase--public comment, both pro 
and con, until all interested parties 
have had the opportunity to make 


their views known: to the Council. 

Wedaa advocated that all 
homeowner organizations and other 
special interest groups of all types 
be specifically notified by letter of 
the proposed meetings. 

In advancing the proposal for the 
‘‘Town Hall’”’ sessions, Wedaa said: 
‘‘I know that all Council representa- 
tives of both this and previous 
Councils have attempted to hold the 
line on operating expenses. 

‘‘However, as the City has 
increased in population, so have the 
demands of many of these people for 
increased service.

‘‘My reason for this is that I 
believe the council should not be 
forced into a voting position on a 
night on which they are exposed to 
intense emotiona! pressure from a 
variety of special interest groups. 


“It is my view that the Council 
should have a few days to carefully 
consider all the aspects of the 
problem and then be prepared to 
modify the proposed budget if 
needed and take a position relative 
to a property tax.”

the outstanding bonded indebted- 
ness of the original district, which 
proportionate share shall be in the 
ratio which the total assessed 
valuation of the transferring 
territory bears to the total 
assessed valuation of the original 
district in the year immediately 
preceding the date on which the 
annexation is effective for all 
purposes.

(h) Size of Meter and Building Supply Pipe Using Table 10-2. 

Knowing the available pressure at the water meter or other source of supply, and 
after subtracting one-half (1/2) pound per square inch pressure for each foot of 
difference in elevation between such source of supply and the highest water supply 
outlet in the buliding or on the premises, use the ‘Pressure Range’’ group within 
which this pressure will fail. Select the ‘‘length’’ column which is equal to or longer 
than the required length. Follow down the column to a fixture unit value equal to or 
greater than the total number of fixture units required by the installation. Having 
located the proper fixture unit value for the required length, sizes of meter and 
building supply pipe will be found in the two left-hand columns. 

No building supply pipe shall be less than three-quarter inch diameter and not less 
than one inch diameter for each single family residential structure. Each single 
family residential structure shail have a minimum of two three-quarter inch hose 
bibs, one located readily accessibie to the front yard and one readily accessibie to the 
rear yard. 

(d) Appendix |, Sec. |-3 Area of Disposa! Fields and Seepage Pits is amended to 
read as follows: 

1-3. Area of Seepage Pits. 

The minimum effective absorption area in seepage pits in square feet of side wall, 
shall be predicated on the required septic tank capacity in gallons and shall conform 
to Table |-4 as determined for the type of soil found in the excavation, and shall be as 
follows: 

1. The minimum effective absorption area in any seepage pit shall be calculated as 
the excavated side wall area below the iniet exciusive of any hardpan, rock, clay or 
other imperivous formations. 

The minimum required area of porous formation shail be provided in one or more 
seepage pits.

(f) Appendix |, Sec. 1-8 Abandoned Sewers and Sewage Disposal Facilities is 
hereby amended by adding sub-section (f) to read as follows: 

(f) No such excavation shal! be left unattended at any time unless the permittee 
shall have first provided a suitable and adequate barricade to assure public safety.

The valuation to be used on computing the 
permit and pian check fees shail be the total value of ali constfuction work for which 
the permit is issued, ac weil as ali fininsh work, painting, roofing, electrical, 
plumbing, heating, air conditioning, elevators, fire-extinguishing systems and any 
other permanent work or permanent equipment. 

‘“Where work for which a permit is required by this Code is started or proceeded 
with prior to obtaining said permit, the fees above specified shail be doubled, but the 
payment of such double fee shail not relieve any persons from fully complying with 
the requirments of this Code in the execution of the work nor from any other penalties 
Prescribed herein. 

“Section 303.(b) Plan-checking Fees. When the vaiuation of the proposed 
construction exceeds $500 and a plan is required to be submitted by Subsection (c) of 
Section 301, a plan-checking fee shail be paid to the Bulidling Official at the time of 
submitting plans and specifications for checking. 

“*Section 303.(c) Change of Occupancy. A foe of twenty-five dollars ($25) shail be 
charged for the preliminary inspection of any existing buliding where a permit to 
change the character of occupancy or use of said building is applied for. 

B. Chapter 4, Section 420, is amended by adding a definition for ‘‘swimming pool’’ 
to read a8 follows: 

“Swimming pool is ay body of water, created by artificial means, to be used for 
swimming or bathing, any portion of which exceeds eighteen inches (18"') in depth."’ 

C. Chapter 13, Section 1310(a) is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1310(a) Fire Detection Systems. Every dwelling unit within apartment 
houses shail be provided with approved detectors of products of combustion other 
than heat conforming to U.B.C. Standard No. 43-6 mounted on the ceiling or wail at a 
point centrally located in the corridor or area giving access to rooms used for sleeping 
purposes. in an efficiency dwelling unit the detector shall be centrally located on the 
Ceiling of the main room. Where steeping rooms are on an upper level, the detector 
shail be placed at the center of the ceiling Jirectly above the stairway. All detectors 
shall be located within twelve (12) inches of the ceiling. Care shail be exercised to 
ineure that the installation will not interfere with the Characteristic of the 
detector. When actuated, the detector shall provide an eiarm.Where a structural 
change or structural repair of a dwelling unit is made in excess of one thousand 
(81,000.00) dollars, detectors of products of combustion other than heat conforming 
to U.B.C. Standard 43-6 shall be provided. 

D. Chapter 14, Section 1413 is hereby amended by adding Sec. 1413).
